Magnificent Sight in Samoa. 
aie fates 


Apia, December 24.—The active volosno 
en North Savaii atill continues to outflow 
fis lava, which haa now reached the gea in 
toro places, and is advancing still in another 
Airoction, No ono can predict upon any 
data that we have when this “flow will 
ceune.’ Until recently no harm waa done, 
but much weeful Isnd and’ some small 
acreage of cultivationa on North Savaii 
havo heen permanently destroyed. That 
ba, they lie under from 10 to 20 feat of solid 
fava. A number of houses were burned as 
tha lava flood pansed along. This eruption 
opened its crater about 16. miles to cast- 
ward of the previous outburst in 1902, thus 
showing jthat the north sido of Savaii is 
pretty well honeyegmbed with Internal 
disturbances. Previous to the=break on 
throe years ago, there had been no eruption 
within the recollection of the oldest in- 
habitant, and so far a8 tradition can be de- 
pended on, at leant 150 years of quictude 
thd clapsod during tho interval of rest. 

The sight presonted to tho astonished 
aver upon this stupendous effort of nature 
fs wonderful, beuutiful, and awe inspiring. 
It is possible to traverse the country at the 
back of the crater and to ascend some of 
the higher hills in ite neighborhood, and 

+ from good vantage pointe observe the 
gumerous changes of sction, For hours 
the volcano will remain quiet, while ite 
glowing bowlful of white-hot lava will 
roflect itself in gorgeous colora on’ tite 
clouds. These show rod and fiery, or are 
discoloured with peculiar sinokes, which 
which make up weird effects to bo viewod 
with case from Apia come 50 miles away. 
‘Then, perbaps after repeated loud explo- 
sions, some of which tromble the very 


mountains on all sides, the crater will over-+ 


flow, and the glowing lava, thin and liquid, 
will course down tho precipitous sides, 
making for the distant ocean, which it 
altimately reaches in a very much congealed 
etate. At times clouds of half-molten rock 
will bo thrown skyward and doscending 
eplash tho liquid lava in all directions— 
Nature's grand display of fireworks, This 
great eruption has now been in full opera- 
gomo six months, ond at this moment it is
